REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

In the amendment filed on August 16. 2004. the Applicant inlcuded the new limitation "in the contactless label chipcard" into 
independent claim 1. The remaining claims depended from claim 1. In reponse. the Examiner changed the rejection to reflect 
the newly added limitation: therefore, the final was necessitated by the amendment. The Applicant argues that Boers does not 
disclose a contactless label chipcard attached to a product and containing information identifying the product and payment 
status thereof. In response, the Examiner incorporated the Brookner reference as a teaching of a contactless label chipcard 
containing information within that identifies payment status. Boers discloses a contactless label card attached to a product that 
may be scanned and the information contained therein is read by the scanner: however Boers is silent as to whether the 
information contained within the contactless label card initates updating of the payment status. Brooknes teaches a contactless 
label card attached to a product whereby the payment status may be updated (see abstract: p.2. line 19 to p.3. line 7. and 
fig.4). Brookner further discloses that the invention may be utilized in many ways other than postage use (p. 22. lines 14-27). 
Both Boers and Brookner teach the use of bar codes in the labels attached to products. Therefore, the Examiner is intenjeting 
the references as being combinable. and the combination of the references read onto the Applicant's invention substantially as 
claimed.
